Something Different 
RESULTS of the polling b eing done in Ohio 
1 b y the Ohio Farm Bu reau Federation 
are b eing comb ed ov er carefu lly b y legislators 
for clu es to fu tu re decision ab ou t agricu ltu ral 
policy. 
Since the po ll is one o f tho se things which 
can b e interpreted to su it almost any point of 
v iew, this is to point ou t one sign if¡cant f.nd* 
in* which may b e ignored b ecau se is has a 
b earing on ail points of v iew. The farmers 
are not of one mind ab ou t su b sidies. 
The only point of v iew with a clear major­ 
ity is fav or for the general idea of the exist­ 
ing price-su pport law. Bu t there are extreme 
differences of opinion ab ou t details. Only a 
handfu l of farmers seem to b e in complete 
agreement with the law. 
Apparently, at 
least half of thoae who fav or the law’s gen­ 
eral pu rpose want its terms changed. 
And 
apparently a third of Ohio’s farmers are in 
fav or of no gov ernment su pport for farm in­ 
come at aU. 
T 
. .something different In pu b lic opin­ 
ion ab ou t gov ernment policy—this skepticism 
b y b eneficiaries. 
Farmers seem to b e the 
only compact special-interest grou p with 
Strong dou b ts ab ou t gov ernment aid. 
They 
are keeping their fingers crossed. They dou b t 
that cither the existing farm policy, or the 
projected Brannan plan, which is b eing hailed 
b y the Tru man administration as its secret 
weapon in the b attle for the farm v ote. 
Price su pport for agricu ltu ral commodities 
fe the most discu ssed of all federal su b sidies, 
and a large part of the discu ssion originates 
With the farmers themselv es. If that cou ld b e 
said of ev ery other special - interest grou p 
which is su pposed to b e “gratefu l” to Wash­ 
ington for b lessings receiv ed and promised, 
there wou ld b e less reason to worry ab ou t 
su rv iv ing the gimmes. 


Object Lesson In Chicago 
rpHIRTY-THREE persons dead after a Chl- 
A cago streetcar collided with a gasoline 
tru ck, an equ al nu mb er of inju red and many 
thou sands of dollars’ worth of property dam­ 
aged add u p to an ob ject lesson in a pu b lic 
hazard which hasn’t b een giv en su fficient 
attenticm. 
Ev ery motorist has thou ght many times of 
the responsib ility of wholesale disaster if the 
hu ge tank rigs carrying gasoline on highways 
and streets were to b e inv olv ed in an accident. 
The ob v iou s reason so few of them hav e b een 
inv olv ed is the skill of their operators, plu s 
the wide b erth which most motorists giv e 
su ch ou tfits when they are encou ntered. 
Bu t the hazard is always present 
It is 
waiting to materialize whenev er an u nforeseen 
crash in the flow of traffic creates the cir­ 
cu mstances for a tragedy. 
What happened 
in Chicago cou ld happen here or in any other 
city. Or it cou ld happen in some other setting 
w ith comparab le loss of life and property. 
It is axiomatic that in this fast-mov ing 
cou ntry the cau ses of potential trou b le ou t­ 
ru n precau tions to av ert trou b le. 
Nearly 
ev ery safety measu re in effect has b een the 
resu lt of some tragedy which b rou ght a com­ 
mon hazard into sharp focu s. The Chicago 
gasolme - tru ck disaster has b rou ght into 
focu s the hazard of mov ing highly inflam­ 
mab le liqu ids ov er pu b lic streets and high­ 
ways. 


I 
N THESE DAYS o f co nflicting 
ideo lo gies, it is vitally impo r­ 
tant to the future o f o ur co untry 
fo r o ur peo ple to kno w mo re 
abo ut So cialism. Many are co n­ 
fused o ver what co nstitutes So ­ 
cialism. Thus they so metimes are | 
aiding the establishment o f So ­ 
cialism by appro ving measures 
who se so cialistic implicatio ns are 
no t apparent to them. 
Many Americans, o n the o ther 
hand, frankly want so me So cial­ 
ism, believe we can measure the 
amo unt we wish to have—and 
have no mo re. So me recent sur­ 
veys o f public thinking o n So ­ 
cialism are revealing. 
The Psycho lo gical Co rpo ratio n, 
the o ldest natio nwide po ll o f 
public o pinio n, fo und that <5 per 
cent o f o ur peo ple are against 
“ So cialism,” but that mo st o f 
them appro ve a number o f fed­ 
eral go vernment pro grams which 
they themselves classify as So ­ 
cialism. Abo ut half o f the 75 per 
cent, fo r instance, co nsider Fed­ 
eral ho using to be so cialistic — 
and yet half o f them favo r it. 
Acco rding to the carefully stu­ 
died co nclusio ns o f this survey, 
25 per cent o f the Americans who 
are o ppo sed to “ So cialism,” favo r 
fo o d subsidies fo r farm pro ducts, 
18 per cent favo r peacetime price 
co ntro ls and 43 pere cent favo r 
peacetime rent co ntro l. Only 37 
per cent co nsider TV A and sim­ 
ilar regio nal pro grams develo ped 
with Federal funds to be so cial­ 
istic; and 66 per cent are fo r 
them. One-fo urth o f the Ameri­ 
can peo ple, the survey co ncludes, 
co nsider the co mpulso ry so cial 
security tax es so cialistic; 81 per 
cent favo r them. 
In ano ther survey, the Indus­ 
trial News Review po lled the 
natio ns 
newspapers. 
Results 
sho wed the press o verwhelming­ 
ly opposed 
to “ So cialism” and 
with keen understanding o f the 
do ctrine and it’s practices; ho w­ 
ever there were so me disturbing 
facts revealed. Seventy-five Am­ 
erican newspapers o ut o f 1,362 
replying to the questio naire—o r 
abo ut 5Vz per cent— do no t co n­ 
sider the pro po sed Federal co m­ 
pulso ry health measure, natio n­ 
alizing the medical pro fessio n, 
to be so cialistic. 
Fo rty-three newspaper edito rs 
do no t feel their perso nal liberty

wou ld b e endangered if the gov ­ 
ernment took ov er ownership or 
control of the newspaper b u si­ 
ness. Elev en per cent do not con­ 
sider pu b lic ownership and oper­ 
ation of b asic enterprise, su ch 
as the electric indu stry, to b e 
socialistic. Two per cent of the 
editors and six per cent of the 
popu lation as a whole fov or Soc­ 
ialism for America, according to 
the two su rv eys. And that’s far 
too many. 
In my colu mn last wepk I men­ 
tioned that Commu nist and Soc­ 
ialist propagandists hav e b een 
trying 
to 
conv ince 
employee 
grou ps that they hav e a right 
to participate in the profits of 
a b u siness or indu strp solely on 
the b asis of “Social Ju stice” and 
ignoring the capitalist principal 
that say’s a man’s fairly-earned 
wealth or property b elongs to 
him and him alone. These prop­ 
agandists hav e made some head­ 
way ev en with people whose 
ev ery inclination is^to b e loyal 
to the b asic American principals. 
In Little Rock last week, the 
people held a local referendu m 
and approv ed a Federal hou sing 
project—the 
money 
to 
come, 
said the adv ocates, as a “gift.” 
Among endorsers of the “gift” 
hou sing project were the Cham­ 
b er of Commerce, a nu mb er of 
women’s clu b s, lab or leaders and 
indiv idu al b u siness and profes­ 
sional people. A 
Little Rock 
newspaper, u rging approv al of 
the project, said: The money 
has b een appropriated b y Con­ 
gress, it will b e spent, and the 
citizens of Little Rock will pay 
their share in Federal taxes whe­ 
ther or not Little Rock chooses 
to participate in the program.” 
That’s a hard-headed practical 
v iewpoint, b u t if ev eryb ody”s go­ 
ing to grow and grow and so is 
the national deb t and taxation. 
These actions and samplings of 
thinking arou nd the cou ntry in­ 
dicate an important v oid in the 
pu b lic u nderstanding of Socialism 
and its fu ll implications. Pu b lic 
ownership or control of enter­ 
prise, pu b lic operation of a pro­ 
fession su ch as medicine, pu b lic 
financed hou sing for ab le-b odied 
citizens, any enforced distrib u tion 
of wealth that denies property 
rights—these are all standards of 
Socialism in any Socialist text­ 
b ook. 


Exasperated Exacerbation 


Sleeping Dogs And Dry Wells 
rnH E conv ention of the American Water 
^ Works Association in Philadelphia ru nn­ 
eth ov er, as it were, with hydrau lic wisdom. 
Its delegates are responsib le for qu enching 
the pu b lic thirst, filling its b athtu b s, pu tting 
ou t its fires and watering its grass plots in 
drou ths. They hav e learned their lessons in 
a hart! school. 
Two adages b lock the pipelines of their 
knowledge 
The first adage is that 
“you 
nev er miss the water till the well ru ns dry.” 
The second is that “you shou ld let sleeping 
dogs lie ” Comb ined, they threaten to con­ 
v ert many a thriv ing commu nity into an area 
of desolate ru ms b efore the year 2000 A. D. 
Unfortu nately, the water-su pply experts are 
u nab le to do the one thing which cou ld av ert 
su ch a catastrophe qu ickly and su rely. They 
are restrained b y law, politics and personal 
ethic» from shu tting off the water b efore the 
wells ru n dry—or the riv ers, reserv oirs, lakes 
and b asins which prov ide the pu b lic water 
su pply. 
That wou ld wake u p the sleeping dogs in a 
hu rry. 
It wou ld b ring water-u sers to grips 
with the b one-dry realities of what it wou ld 
mean if an u rb an area ran ou t of water. It 
wou ld point u p the greatest single fact ab ou t 
the water su pply—that it is no more, no less 
than it was 10,000 years ago or will b e 10,000 
years hence—b u t the trick is to secu re it for 
the u ses of hu manity. There is no shortage of 
mater on the earth; there is only a shortage 
of hu man wisdom ab ou t its u se. Wells ru n 
dry withou t warning b ecau se no one b othered 
to conserv e their dwindling su pplies. 
And 
sleeping dogs sleep on, u ntil they are jarred 
awake b y the panic-cry—“drou th! ” 


WASHINGTON 
SENATORS s e e m to c ha r m 
themselv es and one ano ther 
with what they have to say. They 
sit there, talking o r listening to 
one another for hou rs. 
And when o ne o f them slips in 
a high-level wo rd, the o thers us­ 
ually no d and never bat an eye. 
This week it was different. All in 
o ne day they had dictio nary 
tro uble and tro uble with o ne an­ 
o ther. 
Senato r Aiken, the mild and 
kindly 
Repu b lican fro m Ver­ 
mont, was reading fro m a mem­ 
orandu m b y the go vernment’s 
Bu dget Bu reau . 
What the man 
who wrote the memo was trying 
to say was this: 
If the senate wiped ou t a cer­ 
tain minor gov ernment agency, 
the people there wou ld b e u n­ 
happy and pretty shaky ab ou t 
finding another gov ernment job . 
That wou ld hav e b een the simple 
way to say it. 
Bu t the Bu dget Bu reau man 
wasn’t simple, so what he ac­ 
tu ally said was this: If the agency 
was wiped ou t, the workers there 
wou ld su ffer an “exacerb ation of 
that sense of isolation and insec­ 
u rity . . .” 
At that point Senator Cain, the 
Washington Repu b lican who u sed 
to b e a paratrooper landed on his 
feet. He told Aiken he wanted to 
know how to spell “exacerb a­ 
tion” so he cou ld look it u p in a 
dictionary. 
Aiken had to spell it twice for 
him. In a wink and a nod Cain 
was b ack on his feet with infor­ 
mation. He said the dictionary 
said: 
“Exacerb ation: The act of ex­ 
acerb ating or the state o f b eing 
exacerb ated; increased sev erity, 
as in the symptoms of a disease.” 
(He 
might hav e added, b u t 
didn’t, that the dictionary also 
says exacerb ate means to irritate 
or make b itter. So, apparently, 
the Bu dget Bu reau man meant 
the workers wou ld b e irritated 
if they lost their job s.) 


THE SENATE had hardly pass­ 
ed throu gh this semantic crisis 
when Senator Tom Connally, the 
Texas Democrat who has some 
white hair and a lot of sarcasm, 
got u p. 
He asked the senate to approv e 
President Tru man’s Point Fou r 
Program—giv ing skilled Ameri­ 
can help to b ackward cou ntries. 
Right there Senator Taft got on 
his feet to protest. 
Taft, the Ohio Repu b lican, is a 
fast talker b u t hardly a match 
for 
Connally. 
Taft 
said 
he 
thou ght Connally was asking the 
senate to approv e the pro gram as 
a “matter of cou rse.” 
This mu st hav e exacerb ated 
Connally b ecau se the Texan re­ 
plied: “The senator from Texas 
(meaning himself) did no su ch 
thing, notwithstanding the su p­ 
ererogation o f the distinguished 
senator fro m Ohio who seems to 
know more ab ou t less than any­ 
one else I know.” 
“Su pererogation” in tu rn mu st 
hav e exacerb ated Taft b ecau se 
he was b ack on his feet, demand­ 
ing; “ What do es the senato r mean 
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b y ’su pererogation’? I want an 
explanation of the term.” 
There are v ariou s dictionary 
definitions for su pererogation — 
su ch as “to perform in excess, to 
pay ou t, ov er and ab ov e . . .” 
b u t Connally b ru shed them all 
aside, withou t mentioning them. 
He said: 
The senator (meaning Taft) 
can look in the dictionary for it. 
I do not hav e time to edu cate the 
senator from Ohio.” 


HAVING DISPOSED of Taft, 
Connally went on to explain that, 
of cou rse, some of the langu age 
in the b ill to set u p the Point 
Fou r Program was a little pu rple. 
“These,” Connally said, “are 
high-flown expressions designed 
to create the right kind of cli­ 
mate.” 
That 
b rou ght 
Senator 
Donnell, Missou ri Repu b lican, to 
his feet. 
Donnell has a dou b le hab it: Of 
qu izzing 
other senators when 
they make long speeches, and of 
making long speeches himself. He 
asked Connally what he meant 
b y the “right kind of climate.” 
“Warm in winter, cold in su m­ 
mer,” Connally said, not helping 
Donnell’s dilemma at all. 
Bu t 
prodded a little b it more, he said 
the pu rple langu age to create the 
“right 
kind 
of 
climate” 
was 
meant to encou rage American 
b u sinessmen to inv est ab road. 
This apparently not only ex­ 
acerb ated Donnell b u t exaspera­ 
ted him, too. He said he’d like to 
answer Connally. Said Connally: 
“Not with a speech. I want an 
answer.” 
• 
This mu st hav e cau sed an acu te 
excandescence (growing hot) in 
Donnel, for he replied: “I can­ 
not speak withou t speaking. 
I 
cannot discu ss a matter withou t 
allu ding to it.” 
Said Connally: “I hav e ob serv ­ 
ed that the senator from Missou ri 
cannot speak withou t a great deal 
of speech.”

CHARLES E. WILSON, presi­ 
dent of General Motors, is a 
happy man—he feels that a load 
has b een lifted off his mind and 
the minds of nis 
associates for a 
period 
of 
fiv e 
years and that 
the new agree­ 
ment with the 
United Au tomo- 
b i 1 e 
Workers 
(CIO) will set 
a 
pattern 
for 
const r u c t i v e 
achiev ements in 
Dav id La rr re no* 1 a b o r-manage- 
ment relations. 
That’s what the chief execu tiv e 
of the nation’s largest b u siness to­ 
day told this correspondent in 
emphasizing some of the reasons 
why General Motors made v ari­ 
ou s wage concessions in retu rn 
for an assu rance of produ ctiv e ef­ 
ficiency. 
Asked particu larly why Gen­ 
eral Motors agreed not to lower 
their pension payments when a 
change in the federal law on so- 
cial-secu rity schedu les b rings em­ 
ployes higher paymentt at re­ 
tirement, Mr. Wilson said that 
companies which had b een cou nt­ 
ing on redu cing their payments 
for priv ate pensions wou ld soon 
find themselv es face to face with 
this issu e anyway across the b ar­ 
gaining tab le. 


MR. WILSON intimated that, 
instead of haggling ov er these is­ 
su es in intermittent negotiations 
du ring the next fiv e years, he 
preferred to settle them now as 
they prob ab ly wou ld b e settled 
ev entu ally anyhow. For, wnile 
there are clau ses in some com­ 
pany agreements recently consu m- 
ployes higher payment at re­ 
opening on the pension issu e as 
su ch for fiv e years, there are oth­ 
er clau ses which will mean an

intertwined. 
“We had a plan for pension 
payments of at least $ 1J0 per 
month for each year of serv ice u p 
to 20 years,” said

ev eryb ody in the company and we 
hav e pu t it on a 30-year b asis. We

Since 
this issu e was settled in fav or 
of employer control in the agree­ 
ment ending the Chrysler stnke, 
it was au tomatically emb odied 
in the General Motors contract 
“I don’t think either side ev er 
wins a 
prolonged strike,” he 
commented. “I b eliev e if manage­ 
ment plays fair, the u nions will, 
too.. The important thing from 
ou r point of v iew is not so mu sh 
the compensation featu res which 
we may grant b u t what we get 
in retu rn for the money we pay. 
We hold as v ery important the 
fact that we can ru n ou r own 
plants. It is in those prov isions 
gov erning produ ctiv ity and ef­ 
ficiency that 
the 
real 
b enefit 
comes. We hear mu ch talk in 
other indu stries ab ou t ob jections 
to technological 
improv ement* 
and new tools. 
We figu re that 
ou r annu al improv ement wage in­ 
creases are made possib le throu gh 
technological efficiency. We want 
to b e ab le to produ ce m ort with 
the same hu man effort.” 


ASKED ABOUT prices, Mr. 
Wilson said that General Motors 
has made no commitment either 
to raise or redu ce prie« . He did 
indicate, howev er, his hope and 
expectation that increased ef­ 
ficiency will b e ab le to atnorb a 
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Social Affairs
